Usual notice were issued to the parties and in - response thereto the workmen filed their state 
ment of claim and the management filed their written statement denying the claim made by the work 
men . It appears that the proceedings in this reference were stayed by the Punjab High Court in consequ 
ence of a writ petition filed by the management. The proceedings were adjourned sinedie on 11th 
February , 1965 by Shri Jawala Dass my learned predecessor, That writ petition has since been finally 
disposed of by the High Court . A fresh notice was accordingly issued to the parties for 17th Decem 
ber , 1966. On that date a telegram was received from the Cement Udyog Karamchari Sangh , Charkhi 
Dadri who had raised the present dispute for grant of an adjournment. Their request was accepted 
and the case was adjourned for to - day . Dr. Anand parkash is present to -day on behalf of the 
management. No one is present behalf of the Workmen . A letter dated 18th January , 1967 has , 
however , been received from the Cement Udyog Karamchari Sangh , Charkhi Dadri stating that as the 
employee s to whom the present reference relates have left the service of the management, the union 
wants to get this case filed . The union have requested that the case should , therefore , be dismissed . 
In these circumstances I dismiss the claim of the workmen in default of prosecution . I leave the 
parties to bear their own costs of these proceedings.
